said. He quoted remarks of foreign 
workmen who said there will be no 
superintendents after the strike, and 
mills will be run by a committee. 


Davies said be thot he represented 


the opinions of 5000 tin workers, altbo 
no vote was' taken. , 


A Greek working under Davies said 


masked men came to his house threat- 
ening his wife and saying her husbend 
would be killed, unless he joined the 
strikers, the witness said. 


About 99 per cent of the strikers in 


New Castle are foreigners, Davies es- 
timated. One thousand men struck on 
the first day but half those have re- 
turned since, ne added. 


•Returned soldiers volunteered to fill 


the places of strikers after violence 
broke ouf.

beaten by strikers, he continued. 


"Then about 40 returned 
soldiers 


volunteered and were deputized," Da- 
vies said. "They fixed 
their bayo- 


nets and scattered the crowds." 


Davies said he receives $17 a day 


and the lowest paid men on his crew 
get $7.50 a day. 


Chairman Kenyon was taking a poll 


of the committee on the question of 
visiting the Pittsburg district. O£ 
votes obtained up to noon, five were 
in favor of the trip and one voted no. 


Kenyon said he expected the vote 


to be favorable and that the only ques- 
tion would be the date.

Until she received word from the war 
department, the wife had been with- 
out .word, from her husband for sev- 
eral months. During the past year she 
has received no further 
notification 


concerning her husband or'the disposi- 
tion of his remains arid the elapse of 
time strengthens her belief that he 
was indeed killed altho the possibility 
remains that he may be living and 
fears to return. 


_Tbe wife is at the present making 


her home with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Emanuel Grace, Roscoe, and has 
been working for the past year in this 
city. She is left with two small chil- 
dren, Carl and Alice. A third child, 
born about the time that the mother 
received word of her husband's death, 
died shortly after. 


The mother, Mrs. John B. FisheT, 


Lancaster, Pa., seems to doubt the au- 
thenticity of the report of her son's 
death and is now conducting an inves- 
tigation in hope of securing more con- 
clusive proof.

COLUMBUS, Oct. -I.-—The 
legisla- 


tive committee that is trying to make 
the Ohio state government both more 
economical and more efficient, bail be- 
fore it today a report of its secretary. 
0. B. Galbreath, who has completed a 
survey of re-organization plans in 21 
other states. 


It is hardly likely the Ohio commit- 


tee will bo willing to go as far as the 
new Kansas "state manager plan," un- 
der which a single business executive 
haa been given broad administrative 
powers over all educational, benevo- 
lent and penal institutions. 


Illinois, Galbreath reports, has con- 


solidated 125 different administrative 
agencies and nine departments and 
Massachusetts, 101 agencies 
into 20 


departments. In Nebraska, under a re- 
organization plan, the governor has 
been given wider powers and is au- 
thorized to appoint, "not only hearts of 
departments but all their subordinates 
and to remove them from 
time 
to 


time." 


The legislature also reorganized the 


state government 
into six depart- 


ments. 


A number of states arc 
requiring 


high appointive officers 
and 
depart- 


ment heads to meet specified qualifi- 
cations, like 
their 
subordinate em- 


ployes.
